For 
a number of years now 
there 
have 
been a great many 
people 
interested 
in coming up 
with 
some 
means of paving the 
south end of Avenue E that runs by 
the City Park Golf Course Road. 
It looks like a plan has been 
worked out between the City and 
the Board of Community Develop­ 
ment that could get this project 
underway. 
While 
most 
of Hamlin uses 
this street at one time or another, 
there is no one that lives on it to 
pay for the paving and since the 
street is inside the city limits it 
does not qualify for county aid nor 
can it be paved under the Farm to 
Market 
program. 
Many people 
working at Celotex use the street 
as do most of the people going to 
the golf course. It is also used to 
get to the park and the swimming 
pool and if it were paved it would 
cut down a great deal on the dust 
problem at football games. 
The plan that is in the mill 
now calls for the City o do as 
much of the ground work as poss­ 
ible and local employees of the 
Texas Highway Department have 
volunteered to do the engineering. 
Present guesses on the pro­ 
ject predict that there will have 
to be about $4,000 raised to pay 
for the paving and other expenses. 
It is hoped that this money 
can be raised by donations from 
the people that use the street and 
those that are just interested in 
helping out. At the present time 
anyone 
wishing 
to donate can 
give their money to Joe Ford at 
the bank. 


We suspect that there are still 
some football fans trying to figure 
out why some of the Hamlin play­ 
ers are wearing those vests over 
their uniforms w'hen we are punt­ 
ing. 
The vests are used to change 
a 
boy’s number from a series 
worn by backs and ends to one 
worn by linemen.

80 and above with linemen w ear­ 
ing the numbers in between. 
The rule was passed to elim i­ 
nate the tackle eligible play where 
an end was dropped off and the 
tackle becomes eligible for a pass. 
In going for better punt cover­ 
age the local coaches are using 
more of their faster players on 
punting situations so that they can 
get down field with the ball. Since 
most of the faster boys are backs 
and 
ends a way was needed to 
change their numbers so they coak 
play in the line.

Cool, wet w eather favors 
an 
increase in the 
number 
of fall arm y worms. This in­ 
sert, says County Agent K ir­ 
by Clayton, can do a lot of 
dam age to small grains before 
It 
is noticed unless careful 
cheeks are made. 
It wall feed on small grains, 
native and some lawn grasses 
and 
some 
legumes. 
Cold 
w eather is unfavorable to Die 
production 
of many insect 
enemies of the worm and the 
favorable m oisture 
situation 
provides conditions for good 
plant growth, upon which the 
larvae thrive. 
The main problem in con­ 
trol is early detection, says 
Clayton. Control is easier and 
less 
expensive 
when 
the 
worms are small. 
Since 
the 
worms leave only the m idribs 
of the leaves, 
the infested 
spots m ay take on a silvery 
appearance, lf spots are noted 
where plants have lost their 
green color, better m ake a 
close 
check 
for 
the 
sm all 
w orm s 
advise, the county 
agent. 
Since residue problems may 
be encountered, Clayton sug­ 
gests th at you call by the of­ 
fice and ask 
for a copy of 
MP-339, “Texas Guide for Con­ 
trolling Insects and M ites on 
Grain and Forage Crops.”

quality of the staple to g ro w e rs of 
the region, declare rep resen tativ e 
fa rm e rs in answ er to q u eries bv a 
Herald re p o rte r.
